For almost 25 years, I have lived in the Ocala community and been honored by a friendship with 
Lee B. Farkas. While the media have used his convictions to paint him as a man marked only 
by greed, self-service and without conscience, I know him to be a very different human being. 

Lee Farkas is a man blessed with humility who shows compassion to others -often to a fault. 
Over the years, I have witnessed his generosity, not just with resources (he didn't always have 
them), but with his spirit, devotion, encouragement and guidance. Farkas' benevolence has 
enhanced hundreds of lives as well as every major charity in our community, from Hospice to 
the Humane Society. He genuinely loves his country, his family, his church and his employees. 
Farkas respects government, the environment and is a kind, caring, spiritual man with a feeling 
of obligation to do right and to be good. 

I know Lee Farkas. I know that his indictment, trial and incarceration have been his life's most 
painful and traumatic experience.
